REPORT  OF  THE  INSTITUTION 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

The  formal  transfer  of  the  care  oi  the  Kentucky  Institution  for 
the  Education  of  the  BHnd  from  the  former  board  to  that  of  the  one 
appointed  by  you,  was  made  April  22nd,  1908. 

An  inspection  of  property  thus  placed  in  our  charge  was  at  once 
made ;  and  every  detail  testified  to  the  efficiency  of  those  who  had 
been  its  guardians.  The  Commonwealth  will  have  reason  to  be  con- 
giratulatcd  if  the  present  board  prove  itself  to  be  as  faithful  to  its  trust 
as  have  been  its  predecessors. 

We  found  the  grounds  attractive  and  well  kept,  the  buildings 
clean  and  in  good  order,  the  blind  children  Avell  disciphned  and  happy, 
and  the  experienced  Superintendent  and  Matron  reported  that  the 
servants  were  capable  and  faithful,  the  teachers  efficient  and  devoted, 
and  that  the  whole  institution  was  pervaded  by  lan  earnest  and 
harmonious  spirit. 

In  tlie  systematic  physical  culture  of  the  children,  under  the 
daily  supervision  of  Miss  Olive  Henderson,  encouraging  results  have 
been  obtained,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  girls,  whose  increased  bodily 
vigor  has  shown  itself  by  better  records  in  their  literary  classes. 

The  boys  in  their  track  and  field  sports  have  done  well,  gaining 
the  third  place,  on  May  16tli,  in  the  contest  among  the  schools  for  the 
blind,  in  which  twelve  schools  participated. 

On  May  30th,  in  the  local  contest,  in  which  our  boys  competed 
with  eight  other  organizations  of  seeing  boys  of  their  own  age,  the 
blind  boys,  out  of  a  possible  90,  scored  53  points ;  the  Junior  team  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  coming  second,  with  a  score  of  24  points. 

In  their  football  contests  with  seeing  boys,  in  which  they  engage 
every  Saturday  during  the  season — there  being  five  totally  blind  boys 
always  on  the  team^ — the  irecord  was  for  the  first  team  four  games  won 
and  six  lost.   The  second  iteaiii  won  five  games  and  lost  two. 

The  wholesome  eflfect  of  spontaneous  play,  which  should  be  de- 
veloped especially  among  blind  children,  has  been  very  manifest  in 
their  good  health  and  fine  spirits;  while  the  matching  themselves  with 
seeing  boys  of  their  own  age  has  taught  their  opponents  to  respect 
their  abilities  and  has  helped  develop  in  the  blind  a  loyalty  to  their 
school  and  to  one  another,  a  courage  in  their  own  powers,  and  a 
belief  in  industry,  skill,  co-operation,  courtesy  and  obedience. 


FOR  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE  BIJND. 
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Mir.  John  D.  Gregory,  the  teacher  of  handicraft,  is  the  inspirer  and 
director  of  all  the  out-door  athletic  sports  of  the  boys,  who  have  re- 
sponded heartily  .to  his  efforts  in  their  behalf. 

Your  Board  has  held  its  monthly  meetings  regularly  at  the 
school ;  and  while  the  work  of  the  teaphers  is  well  and  faitlifully  per- 
formed, they  are  too  few  in  number  to  do  justice  to  the  many  children 
that  crowd  their  classes. 

There  is  great  ^need  of  new  pianos  and  other  school  apparatus, 
and  as  the  teaching  of  music  is  the  most  promising  line  of  work  in 
which  the  blind  can  engage,  every  means  should  be  provided  for  their 
musical  instruction. 

A  report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  'shows 
that  the  average  co'st  of  each  Mind  pupil  in  the  various  schools  for 
the  blind  in  this  country  is  $280.00  a  year.  Kentucky  is  among  the 
lowest  in  the  list,  spending  only  $225.00  a  year  on  each  pupil. 

The  legislature  of  two  yeairs  ago  inicreased  our  annual  allowance 
$5,000.00,  but  owing  to  the  higher  cost  of  living,  this  has  not  given 
us  means  to  add  to  the  educational  facilities  of  the  school.  We  need 
more  and  better  paid  teachers,  more  typewriters,  more  'pianos,  more 
educational  appliances  to  keep  our  school  for  the  blind  in  the  front 
rarnk.  It  is  one  of  the  smallest  and  least  expensive  of  the  State's 
institutions,  but  the  importance  of  its  work  cannot  be  overestimated, 
and  its  income  should  be  permanently  enlarged,  if  it  is  to  maintain  a 
respectable  place  among  similar  institutions.

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To  the  Relatives  and  Friends  of  the  Blind  Children  of 

Kentucky. 

In  almost  every  State  in  our  Union,  there  arc  free  schools  for 
the  various  defective  classes. 

Kentucky  estabhshed  her  school  for  the  blind  in  1842,  being  the 
eighth  school  of  the  kind  in  the  counitry.  There  are  now  forty-four  of 
su|ch  school's  in  the  United  States,  in  which  were  trained  last  year 
4,553  blind  children,  of  whom  159  were  in  the  Kentucky  School  for 
the  Blind  at  Louisville. 

In  1884,  the  General  Assembly  passed  an  Act  providing  for  the 
addition  of  a  department  in  a  separate  building,  and  distinct  from  the 
whites,  for  the  education  of  the  colored  blind  children  of  the  State. 

In  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  founders  of  this  public  school 
for  the  blind,  the  Board  has  endeavored  to  meet  the  expectations  of  a 
Wi'se  and  beneficent  public  sentiment.  They  have  tried  to  follow  in  the 
line  first  marked  out  by  these  eminent  men  who  founded  and  for  many 
years  'guided  the  ipnogress  of  the  school.  With  this  end  in  view,  they 
have  secured  .skillful  and  devoted  teachers,  good  and  faithful  servants, 
improved  educational  appliances,  and  have  provided  that  the  children 
under  their  control  shall  be  profi:)erly  and  kindly  cared  for  in  respect  to 
their  food,  their  shelter,  their  clothing  and  their  health,  thus  providing 
the  advantages  of  a  hi'gh  class  boarding  school,  free  of  cost,  for  all 
blind  children. 

Notwithstanding  all  this,  about "70  per  cent  of  the  blind  children 
of  Kentucky,  between  the  teachable  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years  of 
age,  are  growing  up  in  ignorance,  w'ithout  any  share  in  the  great 
advantages  so  freely  offered  by  the  State. 

The  American  idea  for  a  school  for  the  blind  is  as  far  removed 
'from  its  tbeing  an  asylum,  on  the  one  hand,  as  it  is  from  its  being  a 
hospital  for  the  treatment  of  diseasied  eyes,  on  the  other  hand. 

Its  work  is  strictly  educational,  and  it  is  established,  not  out  of 
charity  for  the  afBicted,  but  from  a  sense  of  justice  that  recognizes  the 
fact  that,  under  the  principles  of  our  goverment,  a  free  education  is 
the  birth-right  of  every  child  in  the  republic. 

A  blind  child,  or  one  with  defective  sight,  should  be  sent  to  school 
as  soon  as  it  can  get  along  without  a  nurse,  say  at  six  or  seven  years 
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of  ag-e.  Every  year's  delay  after  that  time  renders  the  task  of  its 
education  more  difficult  and  incomplete.  From  the  moment  it  reaches 
the  school,  the  sense  of  touch  has  to  be  persistently  trained.  The 
kmderg-arten,  with  its  great  variety  of  devices  and  employment  for 
busy  fingers,  is  of  inestimable  value  for  this  purpose,  and  the  work 
done  by  the  children  in  this  department  arrests  the  attention  and  excites 
the  admiration  of  the  most  careless  visitor.  • 

After  the  kindergarten,  the  child  studies  things  and  models  of 
things;  and  in  its  study  of  geography,  models  in  sand  and  clay,  the 
surface  of  his  State  and  county,  and  the  grand  divisions  of  the  globe ; 
he  is  taught  to  read  and  write  aind  cipher,  he  studies  grammar,  history, 
natural  philosophy  and  all  the  branches  of  a  good  education. 

If  he  has  any  -musical  ability,  it  is  scientifically  and  sedulously 
cultivated,  for  it  is  in  the  practice  of  the  art  of  music  that  he  can 
compete  with  his  seeing  comrades  on  more  equal  terms  than  in  any 
other  occupation. 

He  is  also  given  instruction  in  the  workshop,  where  he  learns  to 
cane  chairs,  make  brooms  and  ipractice  simpie  upholstery,  such  as  the 
repairing  of  lounges  and  the  manufacture  of  mattresses. 

He  is  also  taught  to  use  the  saw,  the  hammer,  the  chisel  and  the 
plane,  and  learns  how  to  do  ordinary  carpenter  work. 

If  he  is  capable  of  learning  it,  he  is  taught  the  art  of  piano  tuning, 
in  which  art  several  of  our  graduates  have  obtained  well  deserved 
success.  Graduates  of  our  school  are  in  charge  of  the  music  depart- 
ments in  the  school  for  the  blind  in  Louisiana  and  Arkansas. 

The  girls  are  carefully  taught  the  use  of  the  needle  and  learn, 
ajs  they  progress,  how  to  patch  and  dam  and  mend,  how  to  knit,  how 
to  use  the  sewing  machine  and  how  to  cut  out,  fit  together  and  make 
their  owm  garments. 

In  this  course  of  study  and  development,  extending  over  eight  or 
ten  years,  the  Wind  child  gains  a  confidence  in  his  own  power  that 
enables  it  to  overcome,  to  a  great  extent,  the  natural  awkwardness  of 
blindness.  It  has  become  a  youth  of  intelligence,  an  agreeable  com- 
panion a  self-respecting,  independent  person,  familiar  with  current 
events,  with  a  well-trained  mind  and  familiar  with  the  amenities  of 
civilized  life.  He  is,  to  a  considerable  extent,  prepared  to  earn  a 
living  for  himself. 
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To  withihold  from  a  blind  child  such  opportunities  is  a  serious 
mistake,  while  no  greater  kindness  can  be  shown  such  a  child  than  to 
secure  for  it  the  advantages  of  an  education.  The  school  year  begins 
the  second  Wednesday  in  September  and  closes  the  second  Wednesday 
in  June,  and,  at  the  close,  the  children  are  returned  to  their  homes,  as 
it  is  the  desire  of  the  trustees  to  maintain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  home 
ties  of  the  child. 

The  members  of  the  Board  will  gladly  correspond  with  any  person 
who  wishes  to  learn  more  of  the  school,  or  who  desires  to  learn  how 
to  proceed  to  have  a  child  admitted  to  the  school.

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Terms  of  Admission. 


In  respect  to  the  farms  to  go  through  to  secure  the  admission 
of  a  child  to  the  Kentucky  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  BHnd, 
it  is  only  required  that  the  child  'be  of  so  defective  vision  as  to 
be  unable  to  get  an  education  in  the  ordinary  schools ;  that  it  be  of 
good  health  and  sound  mind,  and  within  the  ageS'  of  six  and  eighteen, 
for  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Institution  is  neither  a  hospital  nor 
an  asylum.  If  the  child  is  destitute,  the  fact  should  be  so  certified  by 
the  County  Judge,  and  in  that  case  clothing  will  be  provided.  No 
charge  is  made  for  board  or  tuition.  The  school  session  begins  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  September  and  closes  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  June.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  at  any  time  within  these  dates, 
but  they  are  much  benefited  by  beginning  promptly  at  the  first  of  the 
session.    The  children  all  return  to  their  homes  in  the  summer. 

If  fuller  information  is  desired,  it  may  be  had  from  the  Superin- 
tendent or  from  any  of  the  trustees,  who  will  cheerfully  correspond 
with  any  person  wishing  to  place  a  blind  child  in  the  Institution.
